Washington, September 11.—(S5pe- 
cial.)—Pressed by southern democratic 
senators, who pictured vividly the dire 
stress which faces the south unless the 
sondition of the cotton trade improved, 
the senate today approved the admis- 
sion of state banks and trust compa- 
nies to membership under the Aldrich- 
Vreeland act in national currency 4s- 
sociations. 

If the measure passes the house and 
is approved by the president, it will 
permit state banks with $25,000 capital 
ss and a surplus of 20 per cent to secure 


4d -emergeney currency upon the deposit 


‘of commercial paper at an average rate 
of tax of 4% per cent a year. 

"he tax on this currency for the first 
three months it is out will be 3 per 
cent, and increase one-half per cent a 
month until it reaches 6 per cent, 
where it remains. The purpose of the in- 
creasing tax which is levied against 
the bank issuing the notes is to drive 
the emergency currency out of exist- 
ence when no. longer needed. The 
Aldrich-Vreeland act terminates July 1 
next. By that time the federal reserve 
system will be in full operation.

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Germans May Strike Paris From Air 


Originally the total amount of emer-, 


gency currency which could be issued 


was $500,000,000. This is increased to 


$1,250,000,000. 

Each individual bank joining a na- 
tional currency association can issue 
a*volume of currency equal to 75 per 
cent of its capital and surplus on com- 
mercial paper as security, and issue 
an additional 50 per cent on bonds.

An amendment by Senator Overman, 
of North Carolina, to limit the banks 
in the cotton states to a charge of 
6 per cent on loans, was attacked by 
both the friends and the opponents of 
the pending Dill. It was lost, 19 to 
_ banks wilt be able to issue 
under the senate amendment emer- 
gency currency notes equal in amount 
to 125 per cent of the capital and sur- 
plus of all its national banks and such 
of its state banks as join the national 
currency associations. 

Hoke Smith Pushed Amendment. 

Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, led 
the fight for this amendment. He 
was assisted by Senators Swan- 
son, of Virginia; Overman, of North 
Carolina; Ransdell, of Louisiana, and 
Smoot, of Utah. The bill was opposed 
by Senators Burton, of Ohio; Pome- 
rene, of Ohio; Reed, of Missouri, and 
Shafroth, of Colorado. 

Senator Smith made an impassioned 
appeal to the senate. He said the 
situation in the south was so serious 
he was ready to vote for a bond issue 
and use the proceeds to buy cotton. 
Senators from other parts of the coun- 
try only smiled, as though the proposal 
was an absurdity. 

“The twelve states that compose the 
section in which I live,’ said Senator 
Smith, “have produced a crop which 
sixty days ago would have been worth 
a billion dollars. But distress has 
spread over the south 
scarcely be described. 1 am _ hardly 
able to read my morning mail, bring- 
ing to me the story of this distress, 
because I am so depressed by the bur- 
den that our people are carrying. The 
people of the south are the customers 
of people in the west and in the north. 

Whole Country Will Feel Blow.

WORDY DIPLOMAT 
MADE TO EXPLAN 


President Wilson Has Turk- 
ish Ambassador Called to 
Account for Slurring Re- 
marks About United States 


— 


Washington, September 11.—Presi- 
dent Wilson early today wrote Secre- 
tary Bryan to inquire of A. Rustem 
Bey, the Turkish ambassador, if a re- 
cent published statement attributed to 
him was authentic. The ambassador 
conferred with Mr. Bryan at the state 
department and afterward the secre- 
tary conferred with the president. 

The ambassador, it is understood, 
explained that the statement as pub- 
lished was accurate, but was intended 
in no way to reflect on the United 
States government. It was understood 
the incident will be closed with this 
explanation. 

During the day there had been pub- 
lished. reports that the recall of the 
ambassador might be sought, but Sec- 
retary Bryan said the reports were 
without authority. 

The Ambassador Explains. 

Late tonight the ambassador 
thorized the following statement: 

‘In the presence of the importance 
given to the statement made by me a 
few days back and arising out of the 
rumors sedulously disseminated in the 
United States that a general massacre 
of Christians was in preparation in 
Turkey, it may serve a good purpose 
to explain that, according to me, a 
great responsibility rests at the pres- 
ent moment on the press of the Unit- 
ed States, especially in regard to Tur- 
key, where the situation is naturally 


strained.

But 
today the unfairness of this attitude 
may:cause serious mischief. I adopted 
the only course available to tnduce the 
United States presse to take a more 
serious view of its relationship to 
Turkey—that of a straightforward ap- 
peal to it in which I pointedly men- 
tioned some of the things that hap 
pened in the United States which 
should not happen, in view of inducing 
- to déal more charitably with Tur- 
ey. 

“I am convinced I was morally right 
in adopting this course. There are 
times, and this is one of them, when 
conventions can be set aside. The in- 
terests of humanity should not be sac- 
rificed to them.” 

What He Charged. 

The ambassador’s statement, which 
underwent the scrutiny of officials 
and caused the inquiry, charged, first, 
that Great Britain was attempting to 
draw the United States into the Euro- 
pean'war by asking that American 
warships go to Turkey, agitating “be- 
fore the eyes of the United States the 
specter of a massacre of Christians.” 
He explained that while there had 
been some massacres in Turkey, the 
victims “suffered not as Christians, 
but as political agitators engaged in 
undermining the Ottoman state.” 

The ambassador spoke of the acts 

of other foreign peoples under provo- 
cation, mentioning Russia, and then 
paid: 
_ “And since a large number of Amer- 
ican papers are siding with Great 
Britain and France in this affair, I will 
permit myself to say that the thought 
of lynchings which occur daily in the 
United States and the memory of tha 
‘water cures’ in the Philippines should 
make them chary of attacking Turkey 
in connection with acts of savagery 
committed by her under provocation, 
compared with which the economic 
competition of an Italian or the snip- 
ing of a Filipino or even the outrage 
of a negro are as nothing. Supposing, 
for the sake of argument, what in 
reality never could happen, that the 
negroes were discovered to be engaged 
in a conspiracy with the Japanese to 
facilitate the invasion of the United 
States by the latter, how many of 
them would be left alive to tell the 
tale?’ 

The foregoing paragraph caused 
considerable discussion in diplomatic 
and official circles, but the delicacy of 
the present European situation, it is 
known, led the president and Secre- 
tary Bryan to the conclusion that what 
might be regarded as an indiscreet 
statement in time of peace could be 
ignored at present on account of the 
critical situation produced by the 
European war. 


EFFECT OF THE WAR 
ON BRITISH INDUSTRY 


London, September 11.—The: board 
of trade summarizes as follows the re- 
sults of its inquiry as to the effect of 
the war on employment: 

“The general conclusion is that there 
is a contraction of employment. This 
has been met to a marked extent by a 
reduction of hours instead of h reduc- 
tion of staffs. Ninety-three per cent of 
the working people engaged in produc-’ 
tion still are wholly or partially em- 
ployed. 

“Of the contraction of 7 per cent in 
the number employed, at least two- 
thirds represent men who have left for 
military service. Thus the percentage 
of working - people wholly unemploy- 
ed, inclufling women, has been increas- 
ed by war by a little more than 2 
per cent.” 

The two industries most affected are 
the cotton industry and the construc- 
tion of vehicles.

Out of 1,400 housés, 1,100 are in 
ashes and works of art and “historica) 
memorials have been destroyed. Sey- 
eral notable people have been taken 
prisoners and 200 civilians have been 
sent to Germany.

hand, says “The war booty was repre- 
sented by 60 guns and some thousands 
of prisoners.” As at first received, 
this report said the Germans admitted 
defeat and the loss of men and guns, 
but it later was explained that this 
was a telegraphic error. The English 
pewspapers decline to accept this ex- 
planation and insist that the admis- 
sion was really made only to be with- 
drawn later by some superior officer. 

In their retirement Generals von 
Kluck and von Buelow had at their 
heels the French army, which they 
went south to fight and which, when 
the Germans started to fall back, 
quickly advanced and took the of- 
fensive. While this fighting must 
have been severe, the hard blows of 
the battle appear to have been struck 
between Vitry-Le-Francois and _ Se- 
zanne. 


HILLS WERE WON 
BY THE FRENCH. 


Here the French were drawn up on 
a road over which they could move 
rapidly. They were repeatedly  at- 
tacked by von Buelow’s right Saxon 
army and the Prince of Wurttemberg’s 
right. These attacks, which continued 
until Thursday night, were of a most 
violent character, according to the 
French report, and were stopped only 
when General Pau got possession of 
the hills north of Sezanne, from which 
his artillery could command the valley 
down which the Germans would nec- 
essarily advance on their way from 
Chalons. It was for the possession of 
these hills that the French fought 
hard early in the battle, and it was 
here that daily a fight occurred which 
first went in favor of one side and 
then the‘ other. It is beleved here 
that this retirement into the hills 
west of Vitry-Le-Francois was made 
to enable General von Moltke and 
the German genera] staff to plan some 
other means or way of breaking 
through the French line. :

GREAT BATTLE 
NOT OVER YET. 


The British public seems well satis- 
fied with the result of the battle so 
far as it has gone, but the military 
experts warn them that it is not over 
yet. It is suggested by some military 
men as being possible that the French 
are only holding the line of the Marne 
on sufferance while the Germans are 
making some changes in their line of 
communications. Among these experts 
it is considered that there is no reason 
to suppose that the German army has 
yet been fought to a standstill. 

The distress of the German right 
wing, however, has given the little Bel- 
gian army another opportunity -to do 
something and it is taking advantage 
of it by harassing the German rein- 
forcements which are hurrying south 
to General von Kluck’s assistance and 
also to attack the German left in 
Belgium. As only a few troops of the 
German line are left there the Belgians 
have only to cope with the Landsturm.

Retreating German Armies 


Paris, September 11.—(11:50 p. m.)— 
The allies, following their recent suc- 
césses with uch ardor, today forced 
the German invaders to continue the re- 
tirement of their right flank and centér 
from the east of Paris. The Germans 
abandoned much equipment, sacrificed 
many prisoners and left their wounded 
where they fell. 

The British again were prominent 
in the pursuit in which, besides taking 
a large number of prisoners, they cap- 
tured eleven cannon, while the French 
took another German regimental flag. 

The German troops father east main- 
tain their positions, but are being vig- 
orously assailed by the allies, who dis- 
play remarkable keenness, despite the 
fact that they have been incessantly 
under fire for five days. 

The government has ordered the 
commandeering of every automobile 
still in private hands for the purpose 
of transporting troops and munitions 
to the front. 
commissariat to supply the allied 
armies are working without a hitch. 

As indicated in official statements, 
the allied forces operating south and 
north of the river Marne have not 
ceased gince the beginning of the week 
to hold in check and drive back the 
enemy, inflicting considerable loss in 
men and material. 

Five Germans Killed for Every Ally. 

All who have witnessed the conflicts 
agree that around the Marine, five 
Germans were killed for every ally. 

The Germans tried desperately to 
cross the Marne near Meaux. French 
engineers had blown up the bridges 
and when the Germans threw pontoons 
across, the famous three-inch guns of 
the French demolished the structures 
before they could be used. Sixteen 
times the Germans repeated the effort 
under a raking fire of shot and shell. 

The French military authorities, who 
heretofore have confined the informa- 
tion made public concerning the mili- 
tary operations east of Paris to laconic 
statements very general in charactor, 
today gave a lengthy description of the 
most important battle since the begin- 
ning of hostilities. 

Evidently the left wing of the allied 
armies facing the northeast has borne 
the brunt of the preliminary engage- 
ments in which the British took such 
a prominent part so well that thev 
are the object of the highest compll- 
ments on the part of French military 
men. . 

The combat, according to the official 
announcement, seems to be developi:z 
into an abandonment of at least the 
advancea positions held by the Ger- 
mans who, it is announced, are retir- 
ing along a greater part of the line. 
This retirement is said to have been 
for 46 miles at some points. 

Furious Onslaughts Occurred. 

Furious onslaughts, sometimes by 
the French and again by the Germans, 
occurred about the center of an exten- 
sive line in the vicinity of Vitry-J.e- 
Francois. 

Three great German armies, ‘com- 
manded by General von Kluck, the 
Crown Prince Frederick William and 
the Duke of Wurtemberg, effected a 
junction and repeatedly hurled: them- 
selves against the French positions 
with the greatest vigor, but they wera 
not able to achieve their seeming 
object of breaking the allies’ center 
and thus dividing the Anglo-French 
armies. 

The French and British offered an 
equally vigorous resistance, eventually 
compelling the Germans to withdraw. 
The fighting continued throughout 
last night and the allies’ position, it 
is understood, was improved today. 

A rainstorm caused great difficulties 
in the marshy districts, but did not 
stop the operations. The fusillades of 
the troops and the artillery duel pro- 
cee ied all day. It is believed the re- 
tiring Germans suffered more than the 
allies from the storm as their with- 
drawing columns were encumbered 
with baggage and ammunition wagons.

London, September 11.—(3:25 p. m.)— 
The official press bureau today gave 
out the following announcement:

“The British forces yesterday cap- 
tured 1,500 prisoners, including 
wounded, and several guns. including 
maxims and large quantities of trans- 
port.” 

“The enemy is retreating rapidly 
east of Soissons in some disorder. 

“In a later telegram it is declared 
that from further information the cap- 
tures of yesterday are higher than 
first reported. Considerable bodies of 
infantry are being found in the woods, 
having been left behind owing to the 
rapid retirement of their forces. These 
surrendered at sight. 

Germans Being Pursued. 

“This and the rifling of villages and 
evidences of drunkenness point to the 
demoralization of the enemy. 

“The pursuit of the enemy is being 
vigorously pressed.” 

The correspondent of The Times at 
Bordeaux sends the following: 

“It is now beyond doubt that the 
German turning movement to the 


southeast of Paris has been defeated 


and there is a dawning hope that the 
allies’ left, which has borne a rain of 
the enemy’s blows since the fighting at 
Mons began, is now about to take its 
revenge. 

“The Germans have been fighting 
desperately to guard their line of com- 
munication, which is in considerable 
danger from the allies’ left. They have 
been forced to retreat pefore the on- 
slaught of the British and the with- 
drawal of the German right is bound 
to assist the French in forcing back 
the center unless the Germans desire 
again to find themselves obliged to 
follow the imperial chancellor’s advice 
and ‘hack’ their way through. 

“The German check in front of the 
Meaux and Verdun line has had its 
echo throughout the field of opera- 
tions. 

“On the extreme French's right, the 
enemy's division, bearing down upon 
Nancy, has been thrown back behind 
the forest of Champenoux.”’ 

“Since Sunday, when the enemy’s 
sweep southeast of Paris was checked 
on the Grande Morin, the German war 
machine has been showing signs of 
wear and each fresh day of battle has 
closed with the allies in a more favor- 
able position. 


Furious Fighting. 


“On Sunday morning there was furi- 
ous fighting along the Grande Morin, 
which continued at La Ferte-Gaucher 
throughout the night and on Monday 
morning the enemy began a retreat up- 
on their next line along the Petit 
Morin. 

“Here they were allowed to rest, for 
the allied forces were tasting the rare 


joy of the offensive and wished to taste 
it to the full. 

“On Tuesday the German command 
became apprehensive for the safety of 
its communications and saw, I ing 
on its right flank, a possibility of dis- 
aster. 

‘North of Paris the French found am- 
ple room for assembling a large army 
and while the British were stipping . 
from the northeast of Paris to the east 
with the Germans their place of glory 
was taken by a strong French force 
which moved up to the river Ourcg and 
became a very serious menace to the 
army’s retreating movement. The Ourcg 
formed the upper blade of a pair of 
shears, of which, as they were grad- 
ually closed, the German Morin, the 
Petit Morin and the _ river ne 
formed the lower blade. 

“Immediately the German staff real- 
ized this situation, and endeavored to 
extricate itself from between the blades 
by a rapid retreat and by a series of 
furious but fruitless onslaughts upon 
the French holding the right bank of 
the Ourca. : 

“The fighting here has been of a pe- 
culiarly desperate character. 

“The French, however, stand firm 
along the Ourcgq, while the British have 


-Crossed the Marne and driven the en- 


emy a distance of 25 miles. 

“From the center news is meager, 
but the French are understood to be 
progressing. 

Germans Lack Ammunition. 


“The Germans apparently are suffer- 
ing from lack of ammunition and it 
would seem that their difficulties in 
obtaini supplies from their Dase 
have only begun. If all their plans 
succeed, as they have done during the 
last few days, the allies should be well 
on their way to victory.” 

The Paris correspondent of the Ex- 
press quotes a message received from 
the front stating that the allies at last 
have got into their stride. 

“The passage of the Marne has cost 
the Germans dear,” the message says. 
“They fought their way step by step, 
tired though they were, but at the 
Marne the Seventh French army got 
in. The- German pontoons were no 
sooner laid than they were swept away 
by the French artillery fire. The Ger- 
mans held on steadfastly but lost heav- 
ily and finally got across the river 
under a torrent of fire. 

“The British army was not so heav- 
ily engaged during the day. There are 
approximately 1,600,000 men in the al- 
lies’ fighting lines.”

Washington, SepteMber 11.—German 
Statements that snipers had been or- 
fanized by the French two months be- 
fore the war, were denounced tonight 
at the Frehch embassy as “demonstra- 
bly false.””

PILES OF GERMAN DEAD 
FOUND BY THE FRENCH 


Bodies Scattered Along Road 
Testify to Deadliness of 
Artillery Fire. 


Paris, September 11.—An idea Of how 
the Germans were harrassed by artil- 
lery fire during their retreat was ob- 
tained on a visit to the fields near 
Meaux, the scene of a severe fight yes- 
terday. The German infantry had 
taken a position in a sunken road, on 
either side of which were stretched in 
extended lines hummocks, some of them 
natural and some the work of Ger- 
man soldiers. 

Beside many bodies were forty or 
fifty empty cartridge shells while frag- 
ments of clothing, caps and knapsacks 
were scattered about. This destruc- 
“tion was wrought by batteries a lit- 
tle more than three miles distant. 


' Straggling clumps of wood intervened 


between the ‘batteries and their mark 
but the range had been determined by 
an officer on an elevation a mile from 
the gunners. He telephoned directions 
for the firing and through glasses 
watched the bursting shells. 

The sunken road was littered with 
bodies today. SprawNng in ghastly 
fashion, the faces almost had the same 
greenish grey hue as the uniforms 
worn, The road is lined with poplars, 
the branches of which, severed by frag- 
ments of shells, were strewn among the 
dead. In places whole tops of trees 
ee been torn away by the artillery 
ire.

London, September 11.—Telegraphing 
from Rome a correspondent of The Dai- 
ly Telegraph declares he has learned 
from diplomatic sources that Rou- 
mania, Greece and Bulgaria have sign- 
ed an agreement which may be regard- 
ed as a real alliance under the terms 
of which these three nations engage to 
interfere whenever necessary in order 
to prevent Turkey’s aiding Germany 
and Austria in the present war. If 
Turkey remains neutral. however, 
those three states will do the same. 

It is reported in Rome, the corre- 
spondent continues, that Berlin has 
become resigned to the idea of Italian 
neutrality, but she is determined that 
Italy sha]l at least remain neutral un- 
til the end. 


British Cavalrymen Charged 


In Face of Murderous Fire 


London, September 11.—The Rouen 
correspondent of The Daily Mail sends 
‘a picturesque story of a great cavalry 
charge at Thuein, a town in Belgium 
near Charleroi, and the subsequent re- 
treat to Compiegne. The story follows: 

“On Monday. morning, August 24, 
after chafing at the long delay, the 
second British cavalry brigade let loose 
at the enemy’s guns. The Ninth Lan- 
cers went into action singing and

emy’s guns when suddenly the Germans 

poe id a murderous fire from at least 
‘twenty concealed machine guns at a 
range of 150 yards. 

“The result was shattering, and the 
Lancers caught the full force of the 
storm. Vicomte Vauvineux, a French 
eavalry officer who rode ~with the 
brigade as interperter, wat killed. 
Cabdtain Letourey, who was the French 
master of a school in Devon, was rjd- 
ing by the side of Vauvineux and had 
a narrow escape, as his horse was shot 
from under him. Othe: officers also 


fell. 
Three Regiments Suffered. 

| “While the bulk of the brigade 
swerved to the right the others held on 
and rode full tilt into wire entangle- 
ments buried in the grass 30 yards in 
front of the machine guns and were 
made prisoners. Three regiments of 
the bést cavalry in the British army 
went into the charge and suffered se- 
verely. The Eighteenth Hussars and 
the Fourth Dragons also suffered but 
not to the same extent as the others. 

“A happy feature of the charge was 
the gallant conduct of Captain Gren- 
fell, though twice wounded, called for 
volunteers and saved the guns. It is 
said that he has been recommended for 
the Victoria cross. 

“After this terrible ordeal the Brit- 
ish brigade was harrassed for four- 
teen days of retreat, the enemy giv- 
ing them rest neither day or night: 
At 2 o’clock each morning, they were 
roused by artillery fire and every day 
they fought a retiring action, ._pursued 
relentlessly by the guns. 

“It was a wonderful retreat. Daily 
the cavalry begged to be allowed to go 
for the enemy in force to recover lost 
ground, but only once were they per- 
mitted to taste that joy at the village 
of Lassigny, which they passed and 
repassed three times. , 

“The Germans made repeated efforts, 
which were always foiled, to capture 
the retreating transport. It had, how- 
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“For a time all seemed well, few sad- | 
dles were emptied, and the leaders had | 
charged almost within reach of the en- | 


ever, Many narrow escapes. At one 
point it escaped by a furious gallop, 
which enabled the wagons to cross a 
bridgé less than an hour ahead of the 
enemy. The engineers had mined the 
bridge and were waiting to blow it up. 
They sent a hurry up call to the trans- 
‘port and the latter responded with 
|alacrity. The bridge was blown up just 
‘in time to separate the two forces. 

“At Compiegne the brigade for the 
first time saw and welcomed their 
French brothers-in-arms.”’

The Eleventh were to 
have a night’s rest, screened by 10,- 
000 fresher troops, but at 5 o’clock in 
the morning without warning, shells 
burst over them and their horses 
stampeded, but to assert that’the regi- 
ment was annihilated is to stretch the 
imagination. The same applies to the 
Borset regiment. 

“Meanwhil ny hundred stragglers 
are giving good account of them- 
selves. _At Chantilly sixty of them, of 
all regiments, laid a quick-firing trap 
for a German patrol. The enemy was 
allowed -to pass one maxim concealed 
in a hedge and to ride on to the muz- 
zlies of two others ahead. They were 
caught between the two fires and the 
British mowed them down. The surviv- 
ors were taken prisoners.”’ 

The correspondent quotes other inci- 
dents to prove that stragglers are a 
force to be reckoned with. 


GERMAN FLEET BUSY 
IN THE BALTIC SEA 


London, September 11.—“The Ger- 
man Baltic fleet is beginning to move,” 
says the Stockholm correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph. “Last Monday a 
squadron of 29 German vessels was 
seen between Gotska Sandoen and Koap- 
pars Tenarne, the former a small is- 
land north of Gothland, and the latter 
a port on the northeastern coast of the 
island of Gothland. 

“Tuesday a squadron of\31 large 
German warships was seen from Huf- 
vudskKaer, steaming eastward, and 
Monday a squadron consisting of four 
battleships and three cruisers Was 
sighted southeast of Stockholm, steam- 
ing northeast. 

“Small flotilas have been seen from 
Kvarkan and nine big battleships were 
sighted Monday from Strora Bioern, 
steaming towards Finland. 

“Consequent on the movement of the 
German Baltic fleet tra.fic between 
Stockholm and Baume, Finland, with 
Finnish steamers wil] cease. This, how- 
ever, will. cause little decrease in traf- 
fic, as Swedish boats will be suhbstitut- 


“Am old Finnish passeriger steamer. 
the Uhleaborg, which usually has plied 
between Stockholm, Helsingfors and 
Petrograd, has been captured by the 
Germans and taken to Danzig.” 


BOY SCOUT LEYSEN 
HERO OF BELGIUM 


Paris, September i11.—The hero of 
Belgium today is the Boy Scout Ley- 
sen, who has been decorated by King 
Albert for his valor and devotion to 
his country. 

Leyson made his way through the 
German lines from Antwerp for the 
tenth time Sunday carrying dispatches 
to secret representatives of the Bel- 
gian government in Brussels. He has 
discovered and denounced eleven Ger- 
man spies in Belgium and performed 
a variety of other services. 


GERMAN PRINCE KILLED 
IN MAUBEUGE BATTLE 


London, September 11.—A dispatch 
to Reuter’s elegram company from 
Meiningen via Amsterdam states that 
Emperor William has personally wired 
the Duke of Saxe-Meiningen of the 
death of Prince Ernest of Saxe-Meinin- 

en. He was buried with military 

onors at Maubeuge. 

The prince was seriously wounded in 
the fighting around Maubeuge, France. 
He was a son of Prince Frederick of 
Saxe-Meiningen, who was killed at Na- 
mur on ae 23.’

London, September 11.—One of the 
most vivid accounts of an episode of 
the war comes from the Lokal Anzeiger 
of August 24. It is a letter from Paul 
Hoecker, a Berlin playwright, now 
serving as captain of the reserve. His 
Play, “A Nation in Arms,” is being 
given at the Berlin opera house. 

He describes a mission on which he 
was dispatched to search for arms in 
Belgian villages from which. shots had 
been fired by civilians on the Germans. 
His instructions were that those in 
whose possession arms were found aft- 
er they declared that they had none, 
were to be shot. 

At Jungbusch, he says, he found at 
one house an old man, woman and a 
girl of thirteen. 

“Then a terrible thing happened. A 
sergeant and a private dragged a 
young fellow out of the house. They 
had found him hiding among. the 
straw in the loft. He had in his hand 


a Belgian rifle loaded with five car- 
tridges. From the opening of the roof 
he may have aimed at many an honest 
German. The youth had to put his 
hands up. Stammering and deadly pale, 
he stands there. 

“*Who is this youth? I asked the old 
man. As if struck by lightning they 
all three fell on their knees. waiting. 
The woman groaned, ‘He is my son. For 
God’s sake you are not going to kill 
him? And the little girl sobbed as if 
her heart would break. The prisoner 
tried to escape, but was put up against 
the wall by the men. 

“T had to picture to myself by force 
the German patrols riding through the 
night with the bullets of treacherous 
Francstireurs whistling round their 
helmets and think of the tall figures 
and bright eyes of our good German 
fellows in order to master my nerves 
in face of this sorrow and fulfill my 
orders. 

“He has to

“The three men commanded, who 
were fathers of families, two from Ber- 
lin and one a farmer, did not turn a 
hair. This {is a just business. The 
volley rang out. The trembling body 
collapsed to the ground and did not 
move again.

WAR REVENUE MEASURE 
READY FOR CONGRESS 


Opposition to Proposed Tax 
on Freight Transportation 
Proves Futile. 


* 


Washington, September 11.—Disre- 
garding opposition ‘from some of their 
colleagues to the proposed tax on 
freight transportation, democrats of 
the ways and means committee com- 
pleted the war revenue bill today with- 
out vital changes and it will be intro- 
duced tomorrow by Chairman Under- 
wood. The bill will be reported to the 
house Monday and called upon Tues- 
day for debate when a special rule to 
expedite its passage probably will be 
presented. 

Efforts were made today to exempt 
from the freight tax farm products 
en route to market, but the proposal 
was rejected on the ground that it 
would kill the effort of the tax en- 
tirely and open it to amendments of 
all sorts. Administration leaders 
thought it unlikely the bill would be 
amended in the house. 

“No one wants this bill,” said Mr. 
Underwood. “We don’t want any kind 
of a tax, but we can’t help it. We 
didn’t want the war in Europe. It 
is a condition we are dealing with. We 
will push the bill through as rapidly 
as possible.” 

Administrative features were added 
to the bill today providing for a pen- 
alty of double the tax on persons who 
seek to evade it and authorizing the 
secretary of the treasury and commis- 
sioner of internal revenue to fix rules 
and regulations. é 

Representative Rucker, of Missouri, 
today introduced a bill to increase the 
income tax rate one-half per cent and 
to reduce the exemption to $2,000 and 
$3,000 as has been originally provided 
by the ways and means committee in 
the revenue bill, but withdrawn at the 
request of the president. 

In further effort to relieve the finan- 
cial situation, the commerce commit- 
tee of the senate continued today its 
readjustment of the rivers and har- 
bors appropriation bill, planning to re- 
duce it from $53,000,000 to $31,000,000. 


BRITISH TOOK UPOLU 
WITHOUT FIRING SHOT 


‘Honolulu, September 11.—The Ocean- 
ic Steamship company’s liner Ventura, 
which arrived here today, gave new 
particulars of the occupation of the 
South Sea island of Upolu August 29 by 
1500 New wealand troopers. The cap- 
ture was effected without firing a shot. 

Apia, capital of German Samoa, is 
on Upolu. Governor Shultz and one 
hundred other government officials 
were made prisoners of war and taken 
to the Fiji islands. All government 
and private funds previously had been 
carried in safety to Pago Pago, Amer- 
ican Samoa. Frederick Heintz, opera-~- 
tor of the newly installed wireless sta- 
tion, refused an offer of $10,000 to tell 
where he had hidden the apparatus. 
The station was dismantled on declar- 
ation of the war. 

The New Zealanders were transport. 
ed to Opolu by two ocean liners, con- 
voyed by the batleship Camperdown, 
the cruisers Australia and Champion 
and two torpedo boats. 

The Ventura also brought word that 
a Japanese cruiser is hovering about 
Pago Pago, probably on the lookout 
for the German cruiser Nurmberg. 

At the last census the island of Opolu 
had a population of 19,842, of whom 
310 were whites.

September 11.—(Via 
London.)—By invitation of the British 
military authorities the German charge 
d’affairs and the Austrian diplomatic 
agent departed from Egypt today. 


AFTER BLOODY BATTLE 
SERVIANS TAKE SEMLIN 


Semlin Is Just Across River 
From Belgrade—Servians 
Invade Bosnia. 


Nish, Servia, Sept. 10.—( Via London, 
September 11, 8:14 a. m.)—The Servians 
occupied Semlin, across the river fro 
Belgrade, this*morning after a bloody 
battle. 


Semlin is an important town of Aus- 
tria~-Hungary in Slavonia. It is located 
on the tongue of land formed by the 
junction of the Danube and the Save 
opposite Belgrade, Servia, with which 
it was connected by a railway bridge 
across the Save. 

It was from Semlin that the Awus- 
trian infantry and artillery in con- 
junction with the monitors on the river 
began their fighting on July 29 against 
the Servians. The Servians early that 
morning blew up the bridge connecting 
Ssemlin with Belgrade. An intermit- 
tent bombardment, according to report, 
has since been kept up by the Aus- 
trians in Semlin on Belgrade. 

How Semlin Was Taken. 


tome, September 11.—(Via Paris.)— 
The capture of Semlin by the Servians 


‘had long been planned and operations 


were conducted with great ability, ac- 
cording to a dispatch received today 
by the Servian minister. 

“Several Servian divisions,” the dis- 
patch said, “camped in the hills ex- 
tending from Topchider to Resnick, 
occupying all the heights about Mount 
Avala. The <Austrian garrison in 
Semilin did not suspect the presence of 
the Servians and continued to bombard 
Belgrade daily, without causing much 
damage, until the Servians surprised 
them. 

“The audacity of the Servian move- 
ment was extraordinary as, in order 
to reach Semlin, the sServians had to 
cross the Save and Danube rivers on 
pontoons built during the night. They 
also took heavy artillery with them.”

gees or house gowns. The patterns in 
the laces were those of old Val., Chan- 
tilly, English thread-and de Lierre, the 
imitation in all-cotton being excellent. 
Back of the windows were miniature 
silos hung with cotton, and the snowy 
whiteness accentuated by sprays of 
autumn leaves giving artistic touch. 
In Rich’s second window was shown 
a display of ginghams 
positive glow about them in all their 
freshness and color. They were striped 
and plaided; some combined the sober 
shades of gray and white and black.

Partial List of Atrotities 
Made Public by Belgian 
Commission Sent to the 
United States. 


New York, September 11.—A. partial 
list of the alleged German atrocities in 
Belgium, against which the Belgian 
king has sent 4 protest to President 
Wilson, was made public today by 
Count Louis dé Lichtervelde, oonnng od 
of the Belgian commission pearing the 
protest. The commission reached this 
eity today on its way to Washington.

de Lichtervelde said. “In revenge the 
Village was invaded on the night of 
August 10.

Clark Tells of German Atrocity. 

Prince Nicholas Engalitcheff, former 
Russian vice consul in Chicago, return- 
ing to America today on the steamer 
Flandre, made public a statement 
which he said had been given him in 
Paris by William A. Clark, former 
United States senator from Montana, 
with the request that it be given to the 
American press. The statement fol- 
lows: 

“Tell the American people of this 
case, which I have investigated. It is 
that of a Belgian family, the father of 
whom was shot dead by the Germans 
and the mother lashed to a chair while 
the soldiers attacked her 16-year-old 
daughter before her eyes. The mother 
became a ravifig maniac. I have the 
daughter under my care here.” 
KAISER DENOUNCED 
BY FRENCH PRESIDENT. 

Bordeaux, September 11.—President 
Poincare today cabled President Wil- 
son as follows: 

“Mr. President: I am informed that 
the German government has sougbt to 
surprise your excellency’s good faith 
by allegin- that dum-dum bells 
manufactured in the French state fac- 
tory and used by our soldiers. This 
calumny is but an audacious attempt 
to reverse roles. 

“Since the beginning of the war Ger- 
many has used dum-dum bullets and 
Violated daily the law of nations.

RUSSIANS WINNING 
OVER THE GERMANS

Opole and Tourbine (villages between 
Lublin and the San river) has been 
taken by Our troops,” says a cable to- 
night to the Russian embassy here 
from its foreign office. 

“On September 10, during the pur- 
suit which followed our success, some 
of our columns in one day covered 
twenty miles, fighting all the way. Our 
vavalry is in the enemy’s rear. Tomas- 
zow has been taken by our troops after 
a stubborn battle. 

‘Serious fighting contiues along the 
line from Rawarusska to the river 
Dneister. 

“On the East Prussian front the 
Germans continue to advance. Their 
main effort seems to be directed to- 
ward the region of the Mazur Lake. 
Near Myshinetz and Horjele our troops 
have repulsed the Germans, inflicting 
heavy losses.” 

The two last named points are on the 
east Russo-Prussian frontier, southeast 
of Ortelsburg. 

GERMANS CLAIM 
RUSSIAN DEFEAT. 


London, September 12.—(1:55 a. m.) 
A Reuter dispatch from Berlin says: 

“The general staff announces that 
the twenty-second Russian army corps 
of Finland has tried to force an en- 
trance into East Prussia by way of 
Lyck. The Russians were defeated at 
Lyck.” 

Lyck is in Bast Prussia on Lake 
Lyck, 55 miles south of Gumbinnen. 

The following official German state- 
ment was received here tonight by the 
Marconi Wireless company: 

“In the eastern theater of war the 
battle has been recommenced, and the 
Austrians have assumed the offensive 
in the region of Lemberg. 

“During the nine days’ fighting it is 
estimated that the Russians have en- 
gaged 560,000 infantry, 40,000 cavalry, 
1,500 machine guns and 2,000 field 
guns.”’ 

In a dispatch from Copenhagen the 
correspondent of the Reuter Telegram 
company says that General Von Be- 
neckendorff und Von Hindenburg has 
defeated the left flank of the Russian 
army in East Prussia with his eastern 
army and has thereby opened the way 
for an attack on the enemy’s rear. _

AUSTRIA DENIES 

RUSSIAN VICTORIES. 

New York, September 11.—Dr. Alex- 
ander De Hwber, Austro-Hungarian 
consul general here, iseued a statement 
tonight in elaboration of and comment- 
ing on a wireless message from Count 
Von Berchtold, the Austro-Hungarian 
foreign secretary, given out last night 
by Ambassador Dumba, at Manchester, 
Mass. Count Von Berchtold’s message 
denied Russian statements claiming 
victories over Austria at Lemberg and 
elsewhere. Consul General De Huber’s 
Statement reads: 

“Lemberg, the capital 


of Galicia, 


which has been evacuated by the Aus-: 


trian trops, never has been fortified. 

“Neither has Mikolajow ever been a 
fortress. Mikolajow and Nikolajew, 
reported taken by the Russians are one 
and the same town, with the difference 
tha one is the Russian name and the 
other the Polish name. The town has 
no fortifications. 

“There is no idea of evacuating Gra- 
cow. This is an Austrian fortress and 
lies about 150 miles behind the actual 
Austrian fighting line, which extends 
at the present time from Lwblin in Rus- 
sian southwest towards 
Grodsk. 

“At the present time the Austro- 
Hungarian forces occupy one-third of 
Russian-Poland and the cities of 
hielce, Radom, Lodz, Piotrokow, Czes- 
tochowa. There are about 25,000 Rue- 
sians and 6,000 Servian prisoners in 
Austro-Hungary. 

“All stories about internal troubles 
in Austro-Hungary and disloyalty; of 
the Slavish part of the population are 


inventions. 

“Polish military societies, which 
have been placed under the military 
status of the Austrian government, 
went into the field under command of 
the Polish Generals Baczzynski: and 
Count Sharbek. 

“All reports of a food shortage in 
Austro-Hungary are ridiculous, as Ajis- 
tro-Hungary is a country where, in 
time of peace, exports its surplus of 
foodstuffs in great quantity and there- 
fore is amply provided for all neces- 
sities of war.” 


WON LEGION OF HONGR 
BY BRAVERY IN BATTLE 


Frenchman Is Promoted and 
Decorated on Field for 
Heroic Conduct.

Limoges, France, September 11.— 
(Via Bordeaux.)—On a train ioaded 
with wounded which passed here to- 
day was a young French, officer, whose 
unusual bravery on the field of battle 
won for him the Legion of Honor. 

As a corporal of the Tenth Dragoons 
at the beginning of the war Palaphy 
took part in the fighting with the Ger- 
mans. In the thick of the battle the 
cavalryman, finding his colonel wound- 
ed and helpless, rushed to his aid. He 
hoisted the injured man on his shoul- 
ders and under a rain of machine gun 
bullets, carried him gafely to the 
French lines. Palaphy was promoteé 
to be a sergeant. Shortly afterward, 
though wounded, Palaphy distin- 
guished himself in another affair, lead- 
ing a charge of his squad against the 
Baden guards, whose standard he him- 
self captured. Wounded by a ball 
which ploughed through the lower part 
of his stomach, and covered with lance 
thrusts, he was removed from the bat- 
tlefield during the night and learned 
that he had been promoted to be a sub- 
lieutenant and nominated chevalier in 
the Legion of Honor. 

This incident of decorating a soldier 
t the battlefield recalls Napoleonic 
imes.

TURKEY TO BE MISTRESS 
INHER OWN DOMINIONS 


That’s What Abrogation of Ex- 
traterritorial Rights Means, 
Says Ambassador. 


Washington, September 11.—A, Rus- 
tem Bey, the Turkish ambassador, ¢x- 
plained to Secretary Bryan today that 
Turkey’s abrogation of conventions and 
eapitulations granting special privi- 
leges to powers was a step taken mere- 
ly to recover her national rights. 

The ambassador pointed out that the 
effect of the action was not to termi- 
nate the treaties of 1830 and 1862 be- 
tween the United States and Turkey, 
but to remove extraterritorial rights 
the American government has enjoyed 
under a most favored nation clause. 

State department officials today had 
not determined what the attitude of the 
United States would be. It was thought 
the American government would await 
the initiative of other powers. 

Discussing informally questions 
arising out of the abrogation of the 
conventions, the Turkish ambassador 
later suggested that an interesting sit- 
uation might arise with reference to 
Egypt. Here, he thought, Great Brit- 
ain probably would welcome the re- 
moval of capitulation, as it left British 
control of Egypt unencumbered by 
special privileges to other foreigners. 
He declined to discuss the effect of 
Turkey’s action on the European war, 
but emphatically denied it was intend- 
ed as a pretext for war. 

The ambassador declared that Amer!- 
can missions would be protected as 
formally under Ottoman law. The 
principal effects of the abrogation, he 
explained, would be to give Turkey the 
right to impose whatever custom du- 
ties she desired, to levy professional 
taxes on foreigners and to substitute 
the jurisdiction of Turkish courts for 
extraterritorial rights. 


Statement by Ambassador, 


The following statement was 
thorized by the ambassador: 

“In abrogating the capitulations 
Turkey simply is Yecovering national 
rights belonging to a nation, some of 
which were granted by her in the Mid- 
dle Ages in unwise moods of liberality; 
others wrested from her; others again 
came to be abandoned as a corollary of 
the abandonment of the former. The 
situation can be stated by saying that 
Turkey has decided to be mistress in 
her own house. 

“Like any contract which in its tenor 
disregards the general principles of 
right, as, for instance, a contract stip- 
ulating the sale of one human being 
to another, the capitulations have no 
sanction in ethics, and Turkey was free 
to dissolve them. She had tried to at- 
tain that.end by negotiations, but the 
powers of Europe subordinated their 
consent to such onerous’ conditions 
that taking advantage ef the present 
situation .Turkey decided to do away 
with the capitulations by an unilateral 
decision of her own. 

“The United States enjoys some of 
the privileges of the capitulations by 
virtue of the ‘most favored nation 
clause, inserted in the treaty con- 
cluded with Turkey in 1830; that is, 
the United States became the benefi- 
ciary of the capitulation only inci- 
dentally. 

“The statement that the American 
misstonary institutions in Turkey are 
affected by the capitulation is inac- 
curate. Those institutions exist in 
Turkey by virtue of general laws gov- 
erning the empire.” 

Germany Praises Turkey. 

Washington, September 11.—The 
German embassy today received the 
following message from Berlin: 

“The three entente powers. appre- 
hending Turkey’s intervention in fa- 
vor of Germany and Austria expressed 
to Turkey their readiness to consent 
to the abolition of capitulations in 
ease of Turkey’s neutrality during the 
present War. 

“Turkey replied that her neutrality 
was not to be purchased and drawing 
the consequences from the notifica- 
tion of the entent, ambassadors at 
once issued irades revoking the capit- 
ulation.” 

Powers Will Not Accept. 

Paris, September 11.—The Rome cor- 
respondent of the Havas agency says 
that dispatches from Constantinople 
announce that the foreign ambassa- 
dors, including the German represen- 
tative, yesterday informed the Turkish 
government that the powers could not 
accept abolitions of treaty rights ac- 
corded foreigners. 


ARROGANCE CHARGED 
TO COPPER OPERATORS 


Washington, September 11.—-The 
brief for the Michigan Copper miners 
in the congressional investigation of 
the Calumet strike, filed with the house 
mines committee, several months ago 
and made public formally for the first 
time today, declares there was good 
cause of grievance at the time of the 
strike as demonstrated by the operators 
seeking to remedy the conditions since. 

The miners’ brief charges that the 
attitude of the companies has been 
‘one of defiant arrogance” while that 
of the miners has been pacificatory and 
dignified. 

The miners assert they made every 
honorable concession and that “the 
operators’ cry of ‘alien agitators pre- 
venting a settlement’ is hypocritical 
and untrue.” It also characterizes the 
operators’ reference to “red social- 
ism” as “a cowardly subterfuge to be- 
cloud the real issue.” 

The brief says the wage system main- 
tained compels men in various in- 
stances cited to work for less than a 
living wage, quotes testimony taken 
in Michigan to corroborate that state- 
ment, charges assaults and oytrages 
by the deputies, gunmen and’ diers 
on the striking miners, assails the de- 
portation of Chas. H. Moyer, and insists 
there was interference with free ac- 
cess to postal facilities and other in- 
vasions of constitutional rights. 

The committee has not taken any 
action on the results of its investiga- 
tion,

EMERGENCY MONEY 
FOR STATE BANKS 


Continued From Page One. 


allowed to go down to half what it 
costs to produce it, then bankruptcy 
confronts the small farmers of twelve 
states. Then the market they have 
furnished to the middle w is gone 
and the market we have furnished to 
the east has gone, and the returns from 
the export trade of this crop will be 
gone in a large measure. It Is a na- 
tional problem. It reaches beyond a 
oe 78 aa but for the locality it means 
ruin.” 

Senator Smith spoke of the situation 
in detail, showing that the national 
banks of the cities dealt with these 
manufacturing establishments and 
large mercantile houses. 

State Banks Close to Farmers. 

They are not as close to the farmers 
as are the state banks, he said. If the 
state banks were required to borrow 
emergency ourrency through the na- 
tional banks the cost to these would be 
at least two per cent or three per cent 
additional, as the first cost is three per 
cent and the estimated cost of handling 
the currency is two per cent, meking 
five per cent as the total cost to the 
national bank loaning to a state bank. 
Two per cent at least could be saved 
by issuing the currency direct to the 
state banks, he said. 

This amendment will probably con- 
clude the list of currency measures by 
which the government will seek to aid 
the cotton producers, Senator Smith 
added. He referred to the following 
relief measures: 

The government will insure cetton 
against the risk of war when shipped 
in American vessels; the senate has 
passed the warehouse license bill; bot 
houses have passed the bill enlargi 
the issue of emergency currency and 
allowing warehouse receipts to be the 
basis of currency issues; @ bill has been 
passed looking to the transportation of 
cotton to foreign markets as fast as 
ships can be acquired. 

With state banks as well as nation- 
al banks receiving emergency curren- 
cy; with the volume of that currency 
greatly increased; with cotton ware- 
house receipts placed on the same basis 
as bonds in the issuance of currency; 
with the government seeking to pro- 
vide a transportation and insuring the 
cotton, the situation ought to improve, 
Senator Smith insisted. 

No Further Steps. 

After long consideration officials here 
are convinced that the federal govern- 
ment can take no further steps to aid 
cotton producers to meet the unusual 
conditions caused by the European war. 
The treasury department has announc- 
ed its determination to accept ware- 
house receipts as a basis for additional 
national bank currency, but the friends 
of a plan for the valorization of the 
cotton crop have not succeeded in con- 
vincing government officials of its de- 
sirability. 

Officials who have studied the sit- 
uation feel that any remedy to be 
taken. lies in the cotton men them- 
selves and in the state legislatures. 
Some of these students believe that a 
valorization of a part of the present 
crop by the cotton producing states is 
entirely feasible and would prove 
helpful. The idea is held here among 
government experts also that state leg- 
islatures, where necessary, should pass 
legislation to-limit the crop next year 
and for succeeding years if desired. 


Reduce Cotton Acreage. 


It was pointed out today that fur- 
ther federal measures to aid the cot- 
ton men might bring down on the gov- 
ernment a demand from other sections 
for similar assistance. Those familiar 
with conditions in the cotton growing 
states say that it has been demon- 
strated for years that a reduction in 
the amount of the crop would work 
no hardship, but be to the advantage of 
the producer. Past efforts to insure 
such a reduction, however, have failed 
and the chief hope now is in legisla- 
fy which would tax over-produc- 

on. 

Those interested believe that a re- 
duction in cotton growing would mean 
that thousands of acres of productive 
land in the south would be turned 
over to other and more profitable crops, 
which would insure a market for the 
cotton produced. The proposed confer- 
ence of governors of southern states. 
recently suggested by the governor of 
Alabama, is attracting attention in 
this connection. 


CENSORSHIP OPPOSED 
BY MARCONI COMPANY 


Washington, September 11.—Secre- 
tary Daniels had before him today a 
formal protest against navy censors 
in Marconi wireless telegraph stations. 
Through its counsel the company con- 
tends that the navy department has no 
jurisdiction or authority over its op- 
erations. 

The company’s communication was 
in reply to a notice from the navy de- 
partment that the recent handling of 
a message from the British cruiser Suf- 
folk at the Siaconsett station, ordering 
provisions and newspapers, was unneu- 
tral and liable to subject the station 
to being closed. The company con- 
tends the message was not unneutral; 
that the navy has no power to close 
the station and that it may be closed 
only by the department of commerce by 
revoking the license for cause. 

The company renews a former re- 
quest to know under what authority 
Secretary Daniels has acted in placing 
censors. 

It became apparent that the navy de- 
partment will not recede from the po- 
sition it has taken to censor all mes- 
sages. No one would express an opin- 
ion whether if the Marconi company 
took the case to the courts, as it inti- 
mates it will, the Siasconsett station 
would be closed pending the adjudica- 
tion of the respective rights of the gov- 
ernment and the company.

-THE GOVERNMENT’S HELP. 

We present elsewhere an interesting 
article from Mr. John K. Ottley, vice presi- 
dent of the Fourth National Bank of Atlanta, 
in which he discusses the part the govern- 
ment has played to date in the matter of 
contributing to the relief of existing condi- 
tions brought about by the interference with 
the cotton movement by the European war. 

No man in the south is in a better posi- 
tion to discuss this question than Mr. Ottley, 
for he has not only been closely identified 
for a number of years with the progress of 
currency reform legislation, but since the 
creation of the federal reserve bank system 
he has been in close touch with the prelimi- 
naries incident to the operation of the new 
system, which is promised for an early date. 
He has just returned from Washington, 
where, with other bankers from all parts of 
the country, he has been in conference with 
the federal reserve board and also the sec- 
retary of the treasury with special reference 
to existing conditions in the cotton belt. 

Nobody doubts that the secretary of the 
treasury is disposed to do everything within 
his power to relieve the situation in the 
south. That goes without saying, as it does 
that what has been done by him so far this 
year, and what was done by him last year, 
contributed very materially to help things 
in the south. The benefit of the additional 
emergency circulation which has been put 
out so far could be best measured if none of 
it had been put in circulation this year, for 
its relief has been of great value. 

The Constitution’s position, Nowever, :is 
that if the secretary of the treasury exer- 
cises his authority to the limit under exist- 
ing conditions, the full measure of relief that 
is demanded cannot be afforded, and such 
aid as the people have a right to expect 
cannot be extended by the government until 
congress passes remedial legislation along 
at least some of the lines it is now consid- 
ering. } 

Mr. Ottley, in referring to the duty of the 
farmers, says that “if the cotton planter will 
warehouse such cotton as he cannot sell, 


‘hypothecate his warehouse receipts with his 


creditors, the merchants, fertilizer dealer 
and the banker,” he will go far towards re- 
lieving the situation. 

Mr. Ottley is right about this, but not 
until a system has been established wherein 
any farmer who comes to town with a bale 
of cotton can secure a reasonable advance 
on his warehouse receipts can it be sald 
that he is able to do the thing which he is 
told it is his plain duty to do. 

Now, The Constitution is informed from 
every part of the south that this very thing 
is not being done, and it is this demand 
which has come to The Constitution stronger 
than any ever before reaching it on any 
subject, that has impelled us to lead in the 
entreaty that congress wake up to its duty 
in the premises and enact such additional 
legislation as may be necessary to meet the 
requirements of the situation. 

In this connection Mr. Ottley refers to 
the sure relief that is to follow the operation 
of the federal reserve bank system. 

There is no possible doubt that the 
sooner this system is put in operation the 
better it will be for the whole country, and 
every day’s delay is a distinct loss to this 
section particularly. Let us. hope that the 
remaining directors to be named by the 
president will be appointed just as soon as 
possible, and that the system may be put in 
operation without any further loss of time. 


THE. VOICE OF AN EXPERT. 

The Constitution publishes today a 
straightforward communication from C. W. 
Olson, one of the southern managers of the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty com- 
pany, who speaks with the voice of authority 
as to the value and need of government 
bonded warehouses in the handling of the 
south’s cotton crop. 

Mr. Olson's views 


carry particular 


weight at the present time, when the cotton | 


situation is in a state of demoralization. As 
he says, the evil now facing the south is not 
a new.one. He is right. Time after time,. 
and for many years, The Constitution has 
contended for government warehouses in 
which cotton might be stored, and given a 
standardized, recognized value. 

The importance of such a system is 
pointed out by Mr. Olson. Under existing 
co.ditions, which have obtained immemeari- 
ally in the south, the waste and lack of efft- 
ciency in handling this’ greatest of export 
crops has been proverbial—and the cost 
exorbitant. 

Bonding companies and surety concerns 
might feel inclined to advance money on 
well-secured warehouse certificates other 
than those backed by a government impri- 
matur. By giving the government stamp as 
to classification and security and grade of 
cotton, the certificate representing cotton 
would with relatively no delay become at 
once an effectual instrument in negotiating 
credit. 

In this connection, a recent telegram 
from Oscar Underwood to the Alabama Mer- 
chants’ convention is significant. Mr. Un- 
derwood states, among other things, that a 
movement is now on foot to establish ade- 
quate federal warehousing facilities, or at 
least warehousing facilities under federal 
supervision, under such conditions as to 
facilitate the securing of credits. 

There is no reason why the federal gov- 
ernment cannot in the present ‘emergency 
take over private warehouses, accept cotton 
for storage and upon such cotton issue cer- 
tificates bearing the imprint of its authority. 

There are today in the south plenty of 
facilities for storing cotton, even under gov- 
ernment jurisdiction... A systematic and 
scientific consolidation of these facilities 
under federal jurisdiction would go a long 
way toward relieving the situation. 

Mr. Olson’s communication sounds a note 
of encouragement, no less than of admoni- 
tion for the future. If there had existed a 
well-distributed array of government bonded 
warehouses in the south before the present 
crisis there would. have been no crisis.

There were a few “simlin heads” in 


Georgia who seem to be obsessed with the 


idea that any reasonable demand of the 
people of Georgia for relief by federal aid in 
the unusual emergency now confronting the 
cotton industry is “an attack on Senator 
Smith.” * 

Every suggestion that remedial legisla- 
tion as promised be hurried as much as 
possible, and that the people have any right 
to expect anything from the government, has 
been echoed back as “a political assault.” 

Senator Smith himself has seen the 
foolish attitude of some of his tenderfoot 
friends, who appear to be walking around 
with a chip on their shoulder, and he has 
thrown a 13-pounder into their midst by 
going just as far as The Constitution has 
gone in its demand for relief. He notifies 
the senate in a well-timed address that the 
people of this section are in earnest in de- 
manding relief legislation that will reach the 


‘country precincts and enable the farmers to 


use their cotton at least to a reasonable 
degree as the basis of credit. 

The Constitution deserves no credit for 
doing justice to Senator Smith. The man 
does not live whom The Constitution would 
intentionally treat unfairly nor to whom it 
would deny any credit to which he may be 
properly entitled. 


HEROISM IN BELGRADE. 


The fighting on a_ gigantic scale in 
France and between Austria and Russia has 
obscured a theater of war equally as dra- 
matic if not so colossal. A cable indicates 
that the Austrians are still fiercely assault- 
ing Belgrade, the capital of Servia, and that 
the determination is fixed not to surrender 
as long as one house or one Servian soldier 
is left. 

An appealing feature of this particular 
situation is that women, also, are reported 
as participating in the defense of Belgrade. 
The fires of patriotism must be burning at 
a fiery heat to bring mothers and wives and 
daughters and sisters to the trenches, side 
by side with the men. 

It is dramatically fitting that such tense 
conditions should obtain in the little Balkan 
country that furnished the provocation for 
the war that now engulfs Europe. And it is 
not difficult to understand the tenacity 
with which the Servians are contending. 

Their very national existence is in the 
balance. There is little question that should 
Germany and Austria triumph, the latter 
country would be permitted to “benevolent- 
ly assimilate” Servia. Nowhere is this con- 
tingency better realized than in Servia 
itself. The incentive to battle is, therefore, 
found both in the instinct of self-preservation 
and in the political and racial hatreds that 
exist between the two countries. 

Heroism never shows to better advantage 
than when cast upon a small and concen- 
trated stage, with vital interests and not 
merely sordid ambition at stake.

rogress Already Made 
By Government Aid 


Editor Gonstitutton: Within the recollec- 
tion of the average man a bale of cotton has 
been the equivalent of dollars, the only ques- 
tion being how many dollars. 

‘The war in Europe has cut off the for- 
eign demand. A large surplus is in sight. 
The price has declined. The demand from 
American mills is Nght. Cotton, under pres- 
ent’ conditions, is not’ equivalent to dollars, 
but like other property is having to await 
@ purchaser. 

Other. securities have been likewise af- 
fected. Stocks and bonds listed on the New 
York stock exchange ordinarily can be 
bought and sold on the exchange at a mo- 
ment’s notice. The stock exchange has been 
closed for some days and is likely to remain 
so for some time to come. Sellers of securi- 
ties are, broadly speaking, without a mar- 
ket. Every cotton planter in the southern 
states has, by reason of the European wart, 
sustained a direct loss. All other classes of 
citizens have sustained a loss; indirect it 
motes be, but a iogs nevertheless. We may as 
well recognize this as a fact and lend our 
efforts toward making this loss as light as 
Possible. As the farmer will have to bear 
the brunt of the situation in this section he 
is entitled to co-operation and assistance of 
he merchants, manufacturers, banks and 
the United States government. 


What the Gevernment Has Done. 


War Insurance Act—Last week President 

Wilson signed the War Risk Insurance Act, 
which establishes a bureau charged with the 
duty of making provisi'n for the insurance 
by the United States of American vessels, 
their freight and passage monies, cargoes 
shipped therein, against loss or da:age Sy 
risk of war. This means that exports of 
cotton, grain and other commodities shall be 
able to obtain insurance at reasonable rates. 
This bureau has been established and the 
director, assistant director and advisory 
board preyees for by the act have been ap- 
pointed. To defray the expense of the bu- 
reau the sum of $100,000 has been appro- 
riated. A fund of $56,000,000 has been es- 
ablished for the purpose of paying such 
losses as may accrue under the provisions 
of the act. 


American Ship Registration. 


There are seventeen vessels in process of 
registration to fly the American flag for 
Over-sea transportation. Thirty-nine appll- 
cations for registration are pending at this 
writing. The United Fruit company esti- 
mates that two hundred will ultimately come 
under the new registry law. 


Merchant Marine. 


The Alexander bill, now pending in con- 

gress. provides for an authorization of $30,- 
00,000 for the purchase of vessels by the 
United States. ; 

Financial. 

Last year Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
Adoo established a new precedent in the his- 
tory of the treasury department by making 
deposits with national banks, principally in 
the agricultural sections of the south and 
west, with commeréial paper as security for 
the same, Heretofore such deposits had been 
made principally in large cities, requiring 
United States and other bonds as collateral. 
As banks in the agricuitural portions of the 
country own few of the classes of seourities 
required, they were not in a position to avail 
themselves of the same on equal terms with 
the large centers. The secretary of the 
treasury, following the precedent set last 
year, allotted government deposits to Geor- 
gia national banks secured by commercial 
paper, 25 per cent of which allotment has 
been made with the banks up to this time. 


Additional Emergency Circulation. 


On August 4, 1914, the Aldrich-Vreeland 
act was further amended so as to authorize 
national banks through national currency 
associations to issue circulation to a sum 
equal to 125 per cent of their capital and sur- 
plus, including their circulation secured by 
United States bonds; 30 per cent of the said 
additional circulation to be secured by Dills 
receivable of the said banks and the remain- 
ing additional circulation to be secured by 
bonds and other securities. The secretary of 
the treasury has agreed to accept cotton 
warehouse receipts under the head of “other 
securities,”’ thus placing cotton on the same 
basis as state and municipal bonds. This 
will prove of inestimable value to the south- 
ern states. 

The National Currency association, in- 
cluding the state of Georgia and the elty of 
Chattanooga, had up to a agen od 9, 1914, 
a membership of seventy-nine national banks 
representing a capital and surplus of $23,- 
424,500; total authorization of circulation on 
a basis of 125 per cent of the same, $29,280,- 
625; iess United States bonds secured circu- 
lation, $11,469,000; total possible issue under 
the Aldrich-Vreeland act of $17,811,625; limit 
on commercial paper security, 30 per cent of 
the capital and surplus, $7,028,150. 

Applications approved by the National 
Currency association to September 9, $5,445,- 
760; balance possible under commercial pa- 
per, $1,582,400; limit on other securities, in- 
cluding cotton warehouse receipts, $10,- 
783,475. 

Applications approved to September 43, 
1914, $222,725; balance ible on cotton 
warehouse receipts, $10,560,750; total applica- 
tions approved to September 9, 1914, $5,668,- 
475; balance possible to be issued by national 
banks members of the National Currency as- 
sociation of Georgia, $12,143,150. Applications 
for additional circulation from 62 members 
of the association have been aaeeeses. 17 
memibers not yet having made application up 
to the last meeti of the association. Sev- 
eral of these seventeen are new members and 
applications from some of them are now 
pending. The executive committee of the 
National Currency association of Georgia 
meets in Atlanta each Saturday to pass on 
applications for membership and applica- 
tions for additionag circulation. On last Sat- 
urday applications for seventeen banks ag- 
gregating $867,500 were approved by the 
committee. 

Five million seventy-eight housand dollars 
of the amounts applied for and approved has 
been actually shipped to the banks and is 
beimg used daily to facilitate the movement 
of the cotton crop and other business in- 
terests. The total amount of additional cir- 
culation under the Aldrich-Vreeland act 
shipped to the banks of the United States 
up to date is $245,062,000. The only de- 
lay of consequence in receipt of the cur- 
rency by the national banks is the actual 
time consumed in printing the circulation. 
The enormous demand upon the government 
bureau of printing at Washington from the 
entire United States renders this feature eas- 
ily understood. The method of obtaining 
this currency is as simple as it is possible 
for it to be with dué regard to safety. 


Warehouse Receipts. 


Forms of notes and warehouse receipts 
for the issuance of currency secured by cot- 
ton have been approved by the treasury de- 
partment, and it may be stated as a certainty 
that a eee amount, probably to the full ex- 
tent, will be taken out by the member banks 
of the currency associations on cotton ware- 
house receipts. This will be of enormous 
value to the state of Georgia. In addition 
to the amount available to national banks 
in this state,.it must be borne in mind that 
the privilege is open to national banks 
throughout the entire United States, which 
will make it“ possible for cotton mills, state 
banks, and other holder\ of cotton, to obtain 
liberal accommodations in the north. 


Federal Reserve Banks. 


The establishment of these banks is a 
certainty. The exact date on which they 
will be in operation cannot be predicted, but 
it may vde relied upon that they will be put 
in operation as soon as the necessary rules 
and regulations can be promulgated by the 
federal reserve board. recently completed. 
The reserve board will necessarily have due 
regard to the central reserve cities, not de- 
siring to place any undue burden on those 
cities under present conditions. The reserve 
board is gathering the necessary data to be 
in a position to judge for themselves as to 
when it will be opportune to all sections of 
the country to put in operation the twelve 
reserve banks. These banks, when estab- 
lished, will be a great source of benefit, es- 
pecially to the southern country where three 
of these banks have been located. 

The act providing for the establishment 
of federal reserve banks provides for the ad- 
mission of state banks on equal terms with 
national banks. Up to this time few state 
banks have signified their intention of join- 
ing the new system. As the reserve banks 
will surely be in operation in time to render 

in or part of the present 
surplus cotton crop, it is to be hoped that 
state banks will) immediately take steps to 
join the new system and _— themselves in 
position to get all the benefits offered by 
the government to members. In turn this 
will. better enable them to carry some of the 
surplus co-ton. 

The Farmer’s Duty. 


If the cotton planter will warehouse such 
cotton as he cannot sell, hypothecate his 
warehouse receipts with his creditors, the 
merchant, fertilizer dealer and the banker, 
he will enable the: creditors to extend his 
indebtedness, and ‘eill place them in a posi- 
tion where they can take care of their obli- 
gations in a satisfactory manner, also en- 
abling them to furnish him such additional 
funds as may be necessary to take care of 
his immediate needs. National banks can 
take out their own circulation with these

The Holland Letter|| 


Some of those whese judgment and fore- 
cast respecting financial and business con- 
ditions usually receive careful attention are 
inclined to be a little blue, fearing consid- 
erable time must pass before the United 
States is relieved from the necessity of care- 
fully husbanding its resources and from 
practicing the most rigid economy. Yet 
there are others, equally well informed and 
esteemed to be of good judgment, who are 
persuading themselves that, before the end 
of the year, the United States will find its 
business life very active and its industries 
approaching a satisfactory condition. Infor- 
mation comes to this city from the west, 
and especially from the remote west, that 
business conditions are fairly good, and that 
the promise of increased activity is excel- 
lent. 

Those whe are disposed to be a little de- 
spondent base their opinion upon the 
scarcity of money or, if not that exactly, 
upon the tight money market. They say 
that Great Britain will be able to invest 
any considerable portion of her average 
yearly surplus income in industries, mining 
development or public -utilities. The com- 
mon estimate hag been, for some years, that 
England has been receiving an income in 
excess of her expenditures, averagM@g about 
one billion dollars a year. This great in- 
come has enabled Great Britain to import 
much more than she exports, for the re- 
turns to her on account of her investment 
in other lands which she receives in the 
form .of dividends and interest are. greatly 
in excess of the difference between the 
money value of her exports and her imports. 

France, too, has made large investments 
in other lands, principally in Russia, but 
there is considerable investment of much 
capital in the United States, especially in 
the south, where French money has been 
used to develop great hydro-electric power 
plants. 

France has also been very partial to the 
bonds and notes issued by New York city, 
and it has been for some years the opinion 
of the city financial officers that a consider- 
able portion of the New York city bonds that 
have been annually offered for sale has 
ultimately found its way into the French 
investors’ hands. The war, however, will 
make it necessary greatly to curtail invest- 
ments by England and France, and probably 
by Holland, of surplus capital in undertak- 
ings in foreign lands. It !s expected that 
England will be called upon to finance not 
only her own war debt, but a considerable 
portion of the war debt of France and 
Russia. This situation explains to some ex- 
tent the opinion voiced by some who are 
able to go ahead very rapidly, at least until 
the war debts have been financed and per- 
manently funded. 


What We Must Do. 


If this view be correct, then there is a 
strong probability that the banks of the 
United States, acting in co-operation, will be 
disposed to check any disposition to enlarge 
American industrial and business activities. 

The question has recently been asked 
many times why it is that the 
banks in the east, especially in New 
York, are piling up large amounts of cash 
resources and are reluctant to utilize these 
resources, excepting to meet the imperative 
needs of their regular customers. Mr. Van- 
derlip, in his recent circular, says that the 
only way to stop gold exports and at the 
same time to preserve the integrity of our 
monetary system is by enforcing banking 
policies throughout the country which would 
cause our people to buy less in foreign lands 
and sell more in foreign markets. This is 
a gentle way of stating that the banking 
influence which can secure this good result 
is tight money. But it is necessary that if 
there be tight money that condition should 
extend throughout the United States. 

,Government Co-Operation. 

The administration at Washington, and 
especially the treasury department, has co- 
operated with the utmost cordiality of spirit 
with the American bankers so that the 
emergency may be ended. It was not possi- 
ble for the government to co-operate with 
the bankers as the government of Great 
Britain, acting through the chancellor of the 
exchequer, co-operated with the Bank of 
England, thereby putting an end to chaos 
within twenty-four hours, yet the spirit of 
co-operation is precisely the same in this 
country as it was in London. It was a 
dramatic occasion when the secretary of the 
treasury visited New York, immediately after 
the emergency was upon us, for the purpose 
of comparing views with those who are in 
authority in the money markets as to the 
best methods of meeting the emergency. It 
was co-operation of the highest order, and 
it is now recognized in this city when Secre- 
tary McAdoo earnestly urged congress to 
adopt additional legislation whereby the 
emergency-currency act could be made more 
effective. Mr. McAdoo knew that if the 
American banking system and the American 
people were to be protected it was inevit- 
able that the provisions of the emergency- 
currency act should be’ immediately avalled 
of, and, furthermore, that congress should 
greatly enlarge these provisions. Mr. Mc- 
Adoo’s celerity of action was quite as 
dramatic as was the speed with which the 
chancellor of the exchequer brought himself 
into conference with the governors of the 
Bank of England. Lloyd-George cotld say 
to the Bank of England, “You shall have the 
credit of the British government behind all 
the obligations you may accept,” and he was 
not obliged to go to parliament to get the 
authorities to make this promise. The best 
Mr. McAdoo ecould do was to say to the 
bankers, “You shall have all the additional 
currency which the Aldrich-Vreeland = act 
authorizes if you want it, and you shall have 
in addition, if I can persuade congress to 
grant the necessary authority, 
much.” He did persuade congress, and within 
two weeks nearly a hundred and sixty mil- 
lions of additional currency has been issued. 


A Like Effect. 


The issuing of this additional currency 
which was made possible by the celerity of 
of the action of the secretary of the treasury 
and the equal celerity with which congress 
enlarged the scope of the act served to aid 
the situation very much as did the promise 
by Lloyd-George that the credit of the Brit- 
ish government would be behind accept- 
ances made by the Bank of England, what- 
ever that amount might be. 

Other co-operation of which the immedi- 
ate need was not so pressing has been un- 
dertaken by the secretary of the treasury. 

It is this co-operation and the abundant 
facilities which it furnishes to the banks 
for meeting the situation, coupled with the 
expectation that there will come from other 
countries an unprecedented demand = for 
American commodities, especially food prod- 
ucts, which is the basis for the opinion of 
those who believe that before tne end of the 
year the United States will find very great 
industrial and ag eat to exist

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The Richest Railroad in the 
World. 


(Cc. M. Keys, in World’s Work.) 

When one encounters in the records of 
South American railroads such extraordinary 
figures as $200,000 a mile, it appears impos- 
sible that railroads can be built in that 
country with any kind of a chance for 
profit; for $200,000 is far more than the 
average per mile capitalization of, for in- 
stance, the Pennsylvania railroad. That it 
ean be done on a small scale is evidenced 
by the Sao Paulo railway in Brazil, which 
is a little road 861-2 miles long, that cost 
more than $200,000 a mile, and that earned 
last year on its main line more than $100,000 
a mile, and was able to pay 14 per cert on 
its common stock. The largest part of its 
earnings come from coffee. It probably earns 
more money per mile of road than any other 
railroad anywhere on either American con- 
tinent, the figure being well in excess of 
the Pittsburg and Lake Erie, or of the Pan- 
ama railroad, which stand close to the top 
of the list in volume of gross earnings per 
mile among the railroads operated by Amer- 


ican interests.

The Value of Federal . 
Chain of Warehouses 


By C. W. OLSON, 
Manager United States Fidelity and Guaran- 
ty Company. 

Editor Constitution: Whatever this. war 
means to the stricken nations of Europe, it 
is a Godsend to us in several particulars, 
and not the least in showing up the weak- 
ness of our cotton marketing. The war made 
no new trouble. It has been here all the 
time. Do you know why there is a ery for 
help now more than usual? I will tell you. 
I am opposed to paternalism except in very 
limited form. That form should be applied 
to protect the producers, whether agricul- 
ture or otherwise, for the producers are the 
foundation stones of the nation. The middle- 
man and upper-crust have wits enough to 
care for themselves. This war hit hard the 
middle-man, the factor, speculator and ex- 
porter. Only a sale cut-off altogether 
touches him. Many seasons the market has 
been fearfully bad, but the dealer got al- 
most as much as ever—it was the producer 
who suffered. He would have suffered in 
comparative silence now but for the chorus 
with the middle-man. What then is the basic 
trouble? 

A collar-button or a tack can render use- 
less or mar the work of the greatest ma- 
chine. The machinery of American cotton 
marketing has never been installed, much 
ess getting a screw loose. When the fed- 
eral department of agriculture established 
uniform grading the first installation of a 
general system took place. The next must 
be a warehouse organization under uniform 
regulation. To plow up the ruts of a cen- 
tury, however, and start going in a new 
way cannot be done intelligently on «4 
month's notice. 

Warehouses Essential. 

A warehouse system is essential as the 
controller of the marketing. Absence of 
an effective and impartial warehousing 
places the grower at the mercy of the 
usurer, the buyer and the speculator. This 
is the record of all the past. The notion 
prevails that this war crisis is*the only 
time a Warehouse system is needed.’ Nothing 
could. be farther from the facts. ._Human 
Slavery is past, but the blot on our southern 
economic life is the perennially bankrupt 
borrower on the cotton crop. Most of this 
has grown up because the grower had no 
dependable place to store his cotton where 
he could borrow on it to advantage and 
without being enslaved to some lender. 

‘ Standard Warehouses. 

The need is to standardize the warehous- 
ing both as to supervision, regulation and in 
the uniformity of the warehouse certificates. 
The interstate nature of the traffic makes 
state supervision impossible, partly because 
of lack of uniformity, partly because the 
overhead expense in each state would forbid 
adequate supervision, but chiefly that the 
federal authority should be invoked to im- 
partially apply penalties for dishonest man- 
agement. The big and dominating reason 
for the “wobbling” in the administration 
and in congress just now about which we 
hear so much complaint is probably due to 
the doubt about “jurisdiction.” ‘I do not 
believe the mere licensing of warehouses is 
— or permanently satisfactory jurisdic- 

on. 

The other reason for the alleged “wob- 
biing” is that it is not easy to execute A 
fiat of credit to whoever wants money for 
alleged cotton handling that can be cashed 
at the counter. To read some of the stuff 
going the rounds in the press you would 
think Uncle Sam was a cruel father starving 
his children whom he would provide with 
everything they want, but is just so mean 
he’ will not do it. This exigency has un- 
bridled some of these populists and along 
with them are many of our ordinarily sane 
commercial leaders. 

Let us arrange a sound and normal col- 
lateral under proper regulation, and then 
both the federal treasury and the banks can 
give necessary financial support. This brings 
us back to the essential starting point of 
jurisdiction. I said license alone was doubt- 
ful. The only positive form of federal juris- 
diction is taxation. Not necessarily for 
revenue—but to secure jurisdiction which 
automatically secures regulation and inspec- 
tion. A nominal tax per bale will accomplish 
this and. hurt no one. Under the proper fed- 
eral department the warehouseman can re- 
ceive his appointment and to which he is 
answerable to his trust, both as to the reve- 
nue collection and the safe keeping of the 
cotton. Supplementing these local men 
could be inspectors, serving much like the 
present national bank examiners. Such a 
system installed would serve the trade by 
either adequately safeguarding what is be- 
hind the warehouse receipt, or if desired 
in addition thereto, making it possible to 
secure corporate surety guaranteeing the 
validity of the*receipt, which protection can- 
not now as a rule be obtained. 

Without proper regulation a warehouse 
receipt is a delusion and a snare as far as 
current value in the world market is con- 
cerned. Some folks will resent this state- 
ment, but the sooner we let our temper 
boil down to the residue of truth about the 
whole thing the sooner we will be in sight 
of a solution of the problem. Don’t be so 
impatient. Yes, we are facing almost a 
calamity. Worse happened to innocent Bel- 
gium. But it takes time to readjust. The 
folks at Washington are human and fallible. 
They don’t seem to be as cock-sure of what 
to do as we “Solomons” 
the local press. The treasury department 
and the banks spoiled us by the “crop 
money” scheme. It sounded so easy. Now, 
something must be~done to help make that 
available on a basis saie for the distribut- 
ing agents, the banks. A system of. ware- 
houses under federal supervision as compared: 
with the present haphazard plan would near- 
ly double the collateral value of the cotton. 
The point is we must seek a normal basis of 
credit predicated on safeguarded values. 

Congress Should Aecet. 

In this. brief statement I have tried to 
lay bare some essentials. Doubtless to many 
it is not optimistic enough, but the truth 
is not necessarily pessimism. On the con- 
trary we all believe tremendously in the 
intrinsic value of cotton as a basis of credit. 
It should be conceded also that this ig a 
time, especially for the next thirty days, when 
the widest latitude should be observed by 
the federal treasury department and the 
banks in protecting the immediate needs. 
But we should not stop there. We should 
without a day’s delay insist upon an enact- 
ment in simple terms that will at least 
start a federal warehousing system on a 
workable basis. 

As stated the private warehouses are not 
likely to get bonds validating the receipts. 
In the meantime the banks should insist 
upon the fidelity bonds of the warehouse- 
men of these warehouses now receiving the 
cotton. The permanent general plan to take 


\its place as rapidly as it can be put Into 


operation, if not for this year, the opportu- 
nity should not be wasted while the interest 
is aroused for the establishment of a system 
for the future. 

Let me conclude with a prophecy. The 
war will not outlast the year. The ferocity 
of the insane struggie will early find a reac- 
tion. Austria is.even now on the verge of 
collapse. Anyway the great hearts and 
heads of the world will intervene a protest 
unparalleled in diplomacy. When this hap- 
pens, and mark my word it will happen, food 
stuffs will go down and cotton will go up. 
Then the patriotic American who “bought 
a bale” will be winner, coming or going,

City Council Accepts Of- 
fer Made by Disinfecting | city ordinance covering shipment 


and Refining Company of 
Nashville, Tenn. 


The offer of the City Disinfecting 
and Refining company, of Nashville, 
Tenn., to the city of Atlanta to erect 
an inecinerating plant outside the city 
limits for the disposal and consuming 
of dead animals was accepted at a 
‘ealled meeting of general council Fri- 
day afternoon. 

The resolution to accept the incin- 
erating company’s offer was intro- 
duced by Councilman Ashley, and was 
adopted as amended by Counci]man oO. 
H. Hall, that if the incoming council 
of 1915 be not disposed to renew the 
contract, the city would not have to 


pay the company more than $15,000 Tor 


the cost of the erection of the plant. 
Burn All Dead Animals. 

The Nashville company agrees for 4 
consideration of $175 a month to incin- 
erate the bodies of all animals which 
die within the city limits. The plant 
is to be located on the city property 
at the present Proctor Creek disposal 
plant. The company is to pay the city 
@ monthly rent for the property of $)09. 

The Nashville company further 
agrees to keep constantly on hand au- 
tomobile sanitary removing trucks 
with which they agree to remove all 
dead animals within the time lHmit of 
six hours, or to forfeit $6 for each 
failure to do Bo. 

It is estimated that it is at present 
costing the city $2 a carcasz to remove 
dead auimals, and the head of the sani- 
tary department estimates that from 
1,600 to 2,000 dead horses, mules and 
cows must be removed during a year’s 
time. According to this way of fig- 
uring the city will be saved consid- 
erable money. 

Mayor Woodward said that he was 
pleased with the action of general 
council, stating that it was absolutely 
necessary to take some steps for the 
removal and :ncineration of dead ani- 
mals, as the Destructor company has 
positively refused to burn any more 
dead animals for the city at the crema- 
tory. 

No Odors Will Escape. 

Tne Nashville company declares in 
their contract rwith the city that no 
disagreeable odors will escape from 
their plant, and that the dead bodies 
of animals will be removed in sani 
tary auto trucks. 
$15,000 for the satisfactory carrying 
out of their contract. 

The new plant is to be ready 
operate by December 1. 

According to 
city, the company proposes to remove 
dead cats, rats, dogs, chickens, pigs, 
cows, horses and mules, calves and all 
other dead animals. Citizens are to 
notify the chief of the sanitary de- 
partment, who in turn must notify 
the incinerating plant, and, if the ani- 
mal dies on Sunday, the citizen is to 
communicate directly with the plant. 
An auto removing truck will be sent 
immediately for the carcasa.

Does Garnishment Law 
Apply to Debts Made 
Betore It Was Passed? 


‘Does the garnishment law, which 
subjects 50 per cent of all salaries and 
wages in excess of $1.25 a day to gar- 
nishment for debts, apply to debts con- 
tracted before passage?” This ques- 
tion is creating considerable discus- 
sion at the state capitol. 

Attorney General Warren Grice was 
asked Friday for an official ruling on 
this point. The request was presented 
by a delegation representing the Sa- 
vannah Trades and Labor assembly, 
which was headed by T. E. Smith, presi- 
dent of that organization. 

Mr. Grice refused to give a ruling, 
explaining that it was outside of his 
authority to hand down rulings on such 
points, declaring that the courts were 
the proper places to determine this 
point. 

The above question was raised when 
several companies doing business in 
Macon and Savannah attempted to gar- 
nishee their debtors for debts which 
were contracted before passage of the 
new law.

The fact that offcrings of spot cot- 
ton have not increased during the last 
several days of good picking weather 
has been partly responsible for greater 
optimism, while the trade here has also 
been impressed by the various meas- 
ures adopted to distribute the burden 
of holding and financing the crop. it 
was rumored that local 
trying to buy December contracts pri- 
vately at a considerable advance, as 
compared with their bids earlier in the 
week, 

Review of Past Week. 

Rather a more optimistic tone has 
developed in cotton trade circles here 
during the past week. Little actual 
progress has been made in liquidatin 
the old straddle interest, but enoug 
has been done to indicate that the plans 
of the international conference: may 
eventually accomplish the object, and 
hopes of closing out old contracts at 
a reasonable level of prices have also 
been encouraged by a steadier tone in 
the southern spot situation and a more 
favorable view of the European situa- 
tion. 

No material tmprovement has been 
reported in the volume of trade de- 
mand, There has been some little 
business for export to neutral coun- 
tries, and Canada is taking some cot- 
ton, but domestic mills are still said 
to be holding off in most cases or 
buying only for immediate needs, in 
the expectation of lower prices as the 
picking season advances and the gen- 
eral demand is evidently far from nor- 
mal, As indicated by the continued 
lyught movement and the small amount 
of cotton ginned prior to September l, 
however, southern offerings have been 
limited, 

The price of spot cotton in the Au- 
gusta market has advanced from 7 
1+2 to 7 3-4c for middling cotton dur- 
ing the week, and it is reported that 
offerings to New England spinners 
from the southwest have shown a sim- 
llar or even greater improvement. 

The weather has remained generally 
clear and seasonable in the south and 
there has been little or no change in 
advices as to the probable size of the 
crop,

PROGRESS OF LOAN 


UF NEW YORK CITY 


Good Demand From Out- 
of-Town—Little of Loan 
Will Be Left for Public 
Offering. 


_New York, September 11.—The pro- 
gress of new $100,000,000 cjty loan to- 
day overshadowed all other domestic 
financial developments. To the syndi- 
cate the most gratifying feature was 
the broad ‘demand from out-of-town, 
indicating that a very small amount 
would be left for public offering. 
Moreover it is believed that many for- 
eign holders. of maturing notes, at- 
tracted by the higher interest yield, 
are likely to take their. share of the 
new issue, instead of cash for the old 
notes, 

Arrangements for the shipment of 
a substantial amount of gold to Ot- 
tawa, in partial payment of the old 
loan, were under way today. The 
easier tendency of exchange indicated 
that any possible disturbance in con- 
nection with gold exports to the Do- 
minion had been overcome. 

In their bearing upon American for- 
eign obligations, the week’s shipments 
of foodstuffs were not without inter- 
est. Experts in that period, while con- 
siderably under the preceding week, 
were fully one-third larger than in the 
corresponding week of 1913. That the 
cotton situation is assuming a more 
acute phase, however, may be judged 
from the fact that the legislatures of 
some southern states are to hold spe- 
cial sessions to meet conditions of 
that commodity, growing out of the 
European war. 

Known movements of monéy point to 
a material cash gain by the clearing 
house banks this week, the increase 
being estimated at from $5,000,000 to 
$7,000,000. Meantime, the paralysis of 
the financial markets is reflected in 
the further decrease of local bank 
clearings, this week’s decline aggregat- 
ing 17 per cent. 

In mercantile lines, buying contin- 
ues of a cautious character, with an 
undertone of moderate optimism. There 
has been a better inquiry for commer- 
cial paper and a few loans, some ex- 
tending into 1915, are reported. As 
a rule, banks are becoming increasing- 
ly weary of long time accommoda- 
tions. 

The London discount rate was un- 
changed, but money was said to be in 
Sreater supply. Private advices to the 
effect that the exchange there may re- 
sume business soon and that the bear 
faction in the market has begun to 
cover commitments were received with 
skepticism here. 


WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED 
BY MERCANTILE AGENCY 


New York, September 11.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say that hopes of better trade 
loom larger than do actual transactions. 
The trend of things is tempered by con- 
servatism, with positive duliness in the 
south. Fall festivals at numerous points 
have made for somewhat heavier buying, 
but the improvements thus reflected is only 
relative and in industrial lines the pace of 
operations is slow. As yet, American mer- 
chants are groping for foreign markets, and 
the situation is still one of promise rather 
than performance. It is conceded that fun- 
damental conditions are sound, crops being 
of excellent volume, and that ultimately 
crop money will make itself felt, but high 
rates for money check enterprise, while 
prices or, as in the case of cotton, too low 
prices hamper buying and tend to further 
cement buyers to the policy of awaiting 
developments before ordering liberally. 
Business failures for the week were 274 
compared with 258 last year; in Canada 564. 
compared with 27 last year. Wheat exports 
7,048,000 bushels, compared with 4.478.000 
last year.

WIVES HAVE TO WORK; | 
CHILDREN IN STREETS. 


Los Angeles. Cal., September 11.—Be- | 
cause many Los Angeles workmen earn 
small wages their wives work in stores, 
and their children roam the streets, 
Mrs. Katherine P. Edson, a member of 
the State Industrial Welfare commis- 
sion, today told the Federal Industrial 
Relations commission. This assertion | 
came in response to an inquiry as to! 
what effect the unorganized condition 
of labor has on wages. 

“My opinion,” Mrs. Edson said, “is 
that there are more women working 
outside their homes here than there 
should be. These married women aré 
not working because they Want to. 
Many are helping their husbands to 
pay for their homes. 

“No doubt a large part of our social 
trouble, such as the children in the 
street, is due to men working for an 
inadequate wage and the women being 
forced to go out and work.” 

Asked what is to be done to remedy 
social unrest and make for better con- 
ditions, Mrs. Edson said she could not 
answer. 

“When I see employérs who are such, 
excellent men personally as those who 
have testified here in the last few days, 
yet who do not appreciate the point of 
view of! the employed, it seems to me 
a hopeless situation,” she said. 

Mrs. Edson said conditions among 
women and children workers in mer- 
cantile establishments were good, al- 
though there is no minimum wage law. 
Most employers, the witness said, pay 
almost the average standard, out $8
